A half-way house, soup sup­ 
pers, a full-time coffee house 
and a 24-hour telephone service 
to 
arrange 
assistance 
with 
personal problems are the am­ 
bitious plans of a 23-year-old 
University of Nebraska student 
who wants to help young peo­ 
ple. 
All of the services have been 
provided 
on 
a 
small 
scale 
already, without advertising or 
adequate accommodations. 
Underground Hope, a non­ 
profit corporation started 
by 
R oger Frahm, his wife Cherie 
and friends, has fielded about 15 
telephone call per day, provid­ 
ed some food and lodging in 
private homes and attracted 35- 
80 customers at the basement 
coffee house as a result of news 
spreading “ by word of mouth,” 
Frahm reported. 
Some 100 persons are on the 
Underground 
Hope 
volunteer 
staff to provide counseling and 
assistance to anyone who calls, 
he said. 
Licensed as a probationary 
Methodist minister, Frahm has 
served 
in 
a 
few 
churches, 
traveled and lived in communal 
settings and “ found my ministry 
should be out on the streets” 
dealing primarily with youths. 
He is striving to raise S500 to
